| for the Alliance confirmed between

| be ſhort, ſuch Diligence was uſed 


in this Aﬀair, that immediately

of the Dutchys of Urbine, Milan, 
Parma, Placentia and Modena; for 
recovering of which, the Pope pro- 
miſed to give his Aſſiſtance.

ſhe maintained with thoſe who 
were ſuſpected Guilty of that Abo- 
minable Murther, And when Fran- 
cis Duke of 4nguen came into Re- 
putation and great Eſteem with all 
Men, what bitter and ſecret En- 
mity ſhe practiſed againſt him ; 
What Merhods ſhe ſuggeſted to 
Henry her Husband then Dauphin ; 
and put him on to deſtroy him ; 
until at length Cornelis Bentiva- 
glizs diſpatched him by Poyſon at

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Is Roche-guyen. And when ſhe ſaw 
that ſhe was both for her Barren- 
neſs, her depraved and wicked 
Temper, to be put away and ſent 
into 1taly.; 1n that caſe ſhe enticed 
D:aza, then great Seneſchal, which 
foon after was Dutcheſs of Yales- 
tinois, to entertain Francis, toge- 
ther with her own Husband the 
Dauphine in her Amours. She was 
not aſhamed to play the Bawd, fo 
that ſhe might obtain her De- 
ſigns, | 

Theſe were moſt vile and baſe 
Crimes, evident ſigns of the great 
Miſeries, of which ſhe was the 
only cauſe; yet they will in a man- 
ner be reckoned inconſiderable, if 
compared with thoſe ſhe com- 
mitted after ſhe gor her ſelf into the 
Government. AndI defire the Rea- 
der to take notice of this part of 
her Lite : For according to the-old 
Saying, The Humour of one caunot be 
better ſeen, than when advanced to 
Rule. 


When 
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When Katharine, after the Death 

of Francis the Firit, had Chil. 

dren, by Methods well known, 

and found her ſelf out of Danger 

of being put away; ſhe itrove con- 
tinually to thruſt her {ſelf into the 
Adminiſtration of the Government ; 

and therefore appeared willing to 
comply with the Conſtable : By 
Katharines this way. (he thqught, firſt to get 
Policy. ſome footing , and then to skrew 
her ſelf wholly into the Manage- 
ment of Atairs. The Conſtable, 
though he did not much defire it, 
yet to ſatisfie the Womans Humour, 
propoſed the Matter to the King, 
who at firſt gave him a cold, faint 
and doubtful Anſwer ; but after- 
wards (as many ſay) impatient of 
that Diſcourſe, anſwered, That he 
knew not his Wifes Temper ; For 
(ſays he, uling this very Expreſſion) 
ſhe is the greateſt Confounder of all

things, and if once ſhe had Poner, -| 
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but that about the time - of the

Henry being dead, for whom 
Katharine did not long Mourn , 
Francis her eldeſt Son ſucceeded , 
who favoured the Guiſes, Uncles 
to the Queen of Scotland his Wite, 
and committed to them the Admi- 
niſtration of all Afﬀairs: They 
bearing no good Will to Karha- Katharines 
rine, made little or no way for "9% 
her to come into the Govern- 
ment, becauſe they ſaid, That #t 
was eaſier to keep her out than put 


her 
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her out. She then conſidering that 
the Princes of the Blood were dri- 
ven far away from the Court, and 
the chief Miniſters of the Crown 
il] treated, reſolved to ſtir them up 
to contend for the Adminiſtration , 
that while ſhe ſhould feign her ſelf 


an Arbiter of the Difſentions, ſhe 


might obtain her Deſign : There- 
fore ſhe goes to the Dutcheſs of 
Mowtpenſier , a Lady of excellent 
Wit, whom ſhe loved better than

ment was taken from the Princes 


_ of the Blood, and the lawful Mi- 


niſters of State, and beſtowed on 
Strangers : That the Conſtable and 
his Sons, together with his Ne- 
phews the Chatillons, with whom 
ſhe paſſionately deſired to be well 
acquainted , were neglected, and 


that no Authority remained in the 


chief Miniſters of the Crown, for 
the diſcharging ſo many and ſo ' 
great Offices, and that ſhe her ſelf,

| deſpiſed: And in phain terms,. ſhe 
called the Guiſes Adminiftftion , 
4 Tyrannical Uſurpation , the un- 
doubted beginning. of their affet< 
ing the Crown, -0n. pretenge of 
their Deſcemt from Charles the 
Great. She ſeem'd by an earneſt. 
Love of the Safety of the King- 
dom, to expreſs her elf in this 
manner. On the other fide fhe 
knew that the Dutcheſs favoured 
the Opinion of the Lutheravs,' and 
{tuck to them: And that about 
the end of Henry's Reign, a great 
many of them were every where 
found in Frexce, and countenanced- 
by the Princes of the Blood: 'There- 
fore ſhe pretends an Averſion to- 
the Cruelty with which they 
raged againſt them, and-is defirous 
to hear their Tenets, that: now ſhe 
might be thought willing to be 
inſtructed in them, bids them com>
